Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney J. M. Buchanan discussed the newly submitted claims 
(dated 2/3/06) and the art cited in the Final Rejection. It was noted that original claim 26 was said to be allowable in 
the Office Action dated 12/9/03. The after-final amendment made original claim 26 to be independent. New claims 51 
63 were submitted in effort to overcome the references cited in the Final Rejection. The Examiner and Attorney 
Buchanan agreed that It would be best to proceed with claims 51-63 in a Request for Reconsideration. Attorney 
Buchanan agreed to file such in response to this Advisory Action. 
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
